John Iloath, discharged, last Monday 
morning, a cargo of coal at Kill River, sailed 
the aaino evening on the return trip to Port 
Ewen, having bead winds overy mile of the 
passage to New'iork, and on Saturday at 11 
o'clock A. M. was again at the wharf in Fall 
River, with another cargo of coal—a^ absence 
of only u 1-2 days. The distance sailed was 
ahont 400 miles. This, we think, vdli bo bard 
to beat. Citpt. Heath informs us tbat his last 
three trips between 1'all llivcr and Port Ewon 
have been undo within 21 days, in which time 
he Irnded 522 tons of coal.

St Johns, N. F., June '30. All the Argo'i, 


passengers arrived here 
safe and well. 


The steamtugs lefc again to-day to bring 
up the crew and what was saved from the 
-wreck. The following nre, as near as can 
lie gathered, the particulars of the disaster: 


'Between 3 and *t A. M. Tuesday, mode 


Cape Pine, bearing N. E. about 12 miles. 
The coast pilot, captain and nil the nfficprs 
\yprc called on deck at the sight of land. 
The course was changed and made S. E. 
hy K. This should have cleared her 15 
aiiiles from Capellace, About quarter past 
-I ft very dense fog pame up ; at about .5.30 
t!ie captain spoke a fishing schooner j siop- 
j)C(i the engines and reversed them, nsked 
them where they were fishing. The an- 
-Bwcrww, on thu eastern side of Trepassy 
Bay, a mile and a half or two miles off. 


The captain ordered the helm hard-a 


port, and to go on at full speed, and keep 
.her S.'S. E. by the standard compass. 
This should have taken her clear c f the land. 
U'hc ca.ptain and all Ihe officers were on

The quarler- 


jDastcr at the wh'eelgave the order "steady" 
as the ship brought up to her S. S. E. 
course. At that moment breakers were 
•Fcen—the engines were stopped and revers-

•way she grounded, how on the rocks, on 
Freshwater Pomt,eighl miles from Trepassy. 
The boats were lowered and got ready, 
tho passengers embarked with hut little 
confusionj the women and children iirst. 
The anchors were passed out at the stern; 
the coals were thrown overbonr.l forward, 
the boilers blown iff, and erery exertion 
made to get her off. 


The Captain sent offa pilot wilh Air. 


Butterrield to Trqiassy harbor for assi*- 
.tance. They arrived at 10 o'clotk and 
telegraphed here, when steam* rs Dauntless 
and Blue Jacket were dispatched immedi- 
ately. 


Sails, &c., were sent nshnrc, and .tents 


made to protect the passengers.

they were sent ashore.
